NURSERY STOCK PRICES 

The survey of more than 200 nurs- 
ery catalogs made annually by the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men reveals that the 1956 price lists 
indicate a general, though small, 
advance in both wholesale and retail 
quotations. 

The wholesale price index figures 
for 1956 show an increase over 1955 
of 6% per cent on small fruits and 9 
per cent on ornamentals. 

Retail catalogs, including mail 
order, show an advance in 1956 ove 
1955 in the price index figures of 15 
per cent on standard fruits, 9 per 
cent on small fruits and 11 per cent 
on ornamentals. 

Speaking generally, nursery stock 
prices have advanced about 25 per 
cent, or a little more in some cate- 
gories, in the five years since the bot- 
tom of the postwar slump in quota- 
tions. Ornamentals have maintained 
a more gradual and steadier rise in 
the past 15 years shown by the index 
than have either standard fruits o1 
small fruits, which have fluctuated 
under the influence of varying sup- 
ply and demand. Aside from retail 
prices on ornamentals, current quo- 
tations are little, if any, above the 
peaks reached in 1946 or adjacent 
vears. 

From the foregoing one might de- 
duce that the supply of stock has in 
most instances kept pace pretty well 
with the demand occasioned by ex- 
tensive home construction and in- 
creased interest in gardening and 
that nurservmen have met increased 
doing a larger volume of 
business more than thev have by 
raising prices. From the point of view 
of the public and the nurserymen’s 
retention of the public’s good will, 
that is a comfortable procedure. But 
whether it will be so comfortable if 
volume should decline is another mat- 
ter. 

In reviewing his profit figures, at 
midyear or at the end of his fiscal 
vear, each nurseryman would do 
well to determine if he is earning, 
net, what is regarded as commen-

surable with his volume of business, 
according to the standards in othe:

In common with 
similar novices in other fields of busi- 
ness, they probably expect a large 
return on their investment too early, 
but there is no gainsaying the fact 
that their training, if adequately ab- 
sorbed, entitles them to some pref- 
erence at the outset. 

On the other hand, the nursery- 
man, usually without personal know!l- 
edge of the applicant and his abili- 
ties to begin with, thinks time is re- 
quired to demonstrate not only his 
capacity, but also his attitude. If he 
is only seeking experience before

hunting a job elsewhere or entering 
business on his own, though he usu- 
ally does not make known that fact, 
the nurseryman will consider the ap- 
plicant less valuable than if he proves 
to be a loyal and enterprising addi- 
tion to the permanent nursery stafl 
Only time will tell, also, the par- 
ticular usefulness and adaptability of 
a newcomer. 

Because of the qualifications which 
a college graduate presumably has 
care should be taken, as far as pos- 
sible, to hire the right man for thx 
job opening. Even then, both the ap- 
plicant and the nurseryman should 
regard the initial employment as an 
opportunity, rather a steppingstone 
than a final landing place. Then an 
open mind on the nurseryman’s part

Modernize for Better Merchandising 


I think my experience as a nursery- 
man is probably typical of many 
small operators. Last year Wil- 
liams Nurseries had their 50th year 
in operation at Lincoln, Neb., and 
the Williams family is now in the 
third generation as nurserymen. I 
sometimes think there are drawbacks 
to such a background, because those 
of us who grew up in such an en- 
vironment were steeped in the tradi- 
tion that nurserymen were propaga- 
tors and growers to the exclusion of 
all other functions. However, in re- 
cent years I, like many others, have 
begun to realize that, to a retailer, 
merchandising is as important as 
growing. In fact, I feel that right 
now many small nurserymen who 
fail in the effort to become merchants 
are going to lose out to the large 
nonhorticultural operators who are 
shrewd merchandisers. 

In my building operations to make 
older facilities over into a modern 
garden center, it soon became ap- 
parent that one could do a much 
better job, as far as layout was con- 
cerned, if a new start in a new loca- 
tion could be had. However, I did 
the best I could by adding to existing 
structures; more remains to be done 
in the future. 

After visiting garden center build- 
ings in various parts of the country 
including California, I decided that 
nothing I had seen would fit my 
requirements exactly and therefore 
submitted my ideas to an architect. 
In 1953 a new sales building with 
attached nursery storage and pack- 
ing room was built, the size of the 
total building area being 52x54 feet. 
The 54-foot front faces the west and

is made up entirely of a glass en- 
tranceway and five plate-glass win- 
dows. 

The nursery storage is between the 
sales building and the packing room, 
with doors opening into both places. 
The storage room has a 15-foot 
ceiling, and while not so large as 
desired, it will hold a great quantity 
of dormant stock. It is refrigerated, 
and temperature can be held down to 
desired levels until the spring plant- 
ing season is over. There is also an 
unrefrigerated basement nursery 
storage. 

The sales building faces a busy 
street, and the front, which is practi- 
cally all glass, affords better than 
usual opportunities for display. A 
large neon sign stands along the top 


of the building front. The sign and 
interior floodlights for the five show 
windows are activated by a time 
clock which is set to go on before 
dark and to shut off about midnight. 
Professional help in window deco- 
rating is available. The sales building 
and office are air-conditioned. 

In 1955 a 40x60-foot addition was 
built on the south side, connecting 
with the existing area. This is an 
indoor-outdoor structure with Cor- 
rulux (plastic) roof. Corrulux allows 
85 per cent light transmission, yet 
the light is diffused, so that no 
shadows fall on displays. The roof 
has not been up for a whole year, 
and I do not know all about its 
qualities. There is apparently a 
rather high heat loss through the

roof, but my present opinion is that 
other favorable factors more than 
offset this drawback. One favorable 
impression I have of the roof mate- 
rial is that, with light coming from 
above, unusually good visibility into 
the store is had, even from some dis- 
tance out in the street. 

The front of the new addition con- 
sists of four large garage-type doors 
of maximum glass. In mild weathe 
the doors remain open. The south 
wall consists of jalousie windows. 
When the large front doors are open, 
the effect is almost as though one 
were outdoors. The floor of the 
building is concrete except for the 
space over which a plant bench is 
located and one other area left with 
a sand floor to display potted or B&B 
material. 

In front of the new addition is 
an outdoor concrete display patio 
protected by a fence. When the fence 
gates are closed, security is obtained 
for the outdoor merchandise on dis- 
play; in fact, the overhead doors are 
sometimes left open after closing 
hours to provide better visibility for 
passers-by on the busy street. How- 
ever, there is a possibility that the 
fence may act as a_ psychological 
sales barrier even though it does 
serve as a protective device. It has 
not been on the premises long enough 
for that problem to become evident. 

The new addition, as well as the 
main sales building, is well lighted, 
and a time clock activates lights on 
the outdoor display patio as well 
as in the interior. 

While the sale and planting of 
landscape material and other nurs- 


ery stock are the center’s major inter- 
est, the garden supply lines are year 
by year assuming a more important 
part in the volume of business. In 
selecting items to stock, I have tried 
to steer clear of gift items and other 
things that do not have any connec- 
tion with garden supplies. However, 
last year, in order to have addition- 
al winter activity, some Christmas 
merchandise was carried. 

The center has about 20 acres of 
nursery ground, which is usually 
sufficient to grow the required re- 
tail stock. No attempt is made to 
grow a number of items, of course, 
that are more easily obtained from 
wholesale growers. Some other items 
are grown that, if the truth were 
known, could be more profitably pur- 
chased from larger wholesale growers. 

A 40x50-foot lath house is now in 
the process of being made over into 
a more attractive place for display.

fantasy in this section of fabulous Disneyland at Anaheim, Calif. 
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six months after opening last July 
showed that adults visiting the Ana- 
heim wonderland on the Santa Ana 
freeway outnumbered children foun 
to one. This pleasure spot was de- 
signed by Artist Walt Disney for 
both happiness and instruction. 

On entrance to Disneyland, the 
visitor sees “Main Street,” a replica 
of a typical small-town street in the 
United States at the turn of the cen- 
tury. The road starts from a town 
square in front of a railroad station 
where one can board a miniature 
railway train to circumnavigate the 
park. Main street itself presents a 
view of shops of other days, where 
purchases can be made. This route, 
on which horse-drawn streetcars 
operate, leads to the Plaza, from 
which the four reconstructed and 
imaginative “lands” radiate. 

In one direction is ‘“Tomorrow- 
land,” where a swift time transition 
takes place and the calendar rolls 
ahead to 1986, Exciting exhibits of 
past scientific conquests and of 
achievements still to come are pre- 
sented. A huge clock gives the time 
any place on earth. Movies can be 
seen on a 360-degree screen. Trans- 
portation and communication of the 
future are represented in the T.W.A. 
rocket to the moon, in the super roto- 
jet ride and in the Autopia cars, 
which can be driven around a free- 
way by young and old. 

“Fantasyland” next and 
may be reached from “Tomorrow- 
land” by a sky ride. This realm is 
entered through Sleeping Beauty’s 
castle, shown here, whose towers and 
parapet rise above moat and draw- 
bridge to overlook the dark rides of 
Snow White, Peter Pan, Mr. Toad 
and many other members of story- 
book land made real by Disney arti- 
sans. 


Historical excitement unfolds in 
“Frontierland,” entered through a 
log stockade, where sheriff and In- 
dians and trips by stagecoaches, 
Conestoga wagons, pack trains and 
boats give the visitor a glimpse of 
pioneer America and its westward 
march.

MARINELAND WONDERS 


Built on a lonely point of the Palos 
Verdes peninsula, Marineland of the 
Pacific, the center of a new recre- 
ational area for southern California, 
will be a point of visit for the juniors 
during the A. A. N. convention at 
Los Angeles July 15 to 19. 

In its first year of operation Ma- 
rineland attracted over 1,000,000 
visitors to its ever-increasing display 
of sea wonders. The largest tanks 
for marine specimens ever built, the 
4-story Oceanariums are constructed 
of steel and finished in gunite like 
giant swimming pools. 

The circular tank, 80 feet in di- 
ameter and 22 feet deep, houses the 
popular dolphins, while the oval tank 
is 50x100x22 feet. Together the tanks 
contain over 1,000,000 gallons of 
water pumped from the nearby ocean 
at the rate of 2,000 gallons per min- 
ute. 

Through viewing windows at three 
different levels, spectators may look

ROSE AWARDS FOR 1957 

Two spectacular roses, White Bou- 
quet and Golden Showers, have won 
the All-America Rose _ Selections 
award for 1957, according to an an- 
nouncement by the A. A. R. S. This 
award is the highest in the flower 
world and brings the total number of 
rose varieties which have won it to 
45. 

The two 1957 winners are Golden 
Showers, a vivid canary-yellow climb- 
ing rose, and White Bouquet, a flori- 
bunda of sparkling white. 

Each of the winners was tested for

two years in the 22 All-America test 
gardens. While two climbing hybrid 
teas have won the A. A. R. S. awards 
in the past, Golden Showers is first 
to win the national award for a 
climbing and pillar rose since 1941. 

White Bouquet, from Jackson & 
Perkins Co., Newark, N. Y., is a 
white floribunda with 4 to 5-inch 
flowers and lustrous dark green foli- 
age. The flowers are gardenia-like 
and open fully, with a sweet, spicy 
fragrance. The buds are light cream 
and open into pure white flowers. 

The blooms are produced both in 
clusters and individual flowers on a 
plant which grows to a height of 18 
to 24 inches. As White Bouquet 
grows in a bushy form with a spread 
equal to its height, it is excellent for 
bedding. Because it is one of the 
medium-size floribundas, White Bou- 
quet is ideal for border plantings and 
the other versatile uses for which 
floribundas are naturally adaptive. 

Golden Showers, from Germain’s, 
Los Angeles, Calif., has the distinc- 
tion of being the first pillar and climb. 
ing rose in 16 years to win the All- 
America award. Its large 4 to 5-inch 
deep yellow blooms occur in great 
profusion in early spring. Because the 
variety is extremely vigorous, the new 
canes continue to produce many 
flowers during the summer and fall. 
The deep yellow buds are _long- 
pointed, and the petals have good 
substance. 

The pillar rose is defined as one 
which has canes sufficiently strong to 
support itself without staking or trel- 
lising. Golden Showers grows to a 
height of six to eight feet in one sea- 
son. The foliage is large, leathery, 
glossy and highly resistant to mildew. 
It abundantly clothes the plant cleat 
to the base, even on older plants.

Chapter 12. Signs, Pictures and Catalogs 


A handsome, ready-made sign that 
gives the essential information as to 
name, price and description, as men- 
tioned in chapter 11, has been de- 
signed by the Growers Sign Service, 
Tallmadge, O. It consists of a heavy 
aluminum base plate about 8x10 
inches. A narrow aluminum plate, 
colored black, that slides into posi- 
tion in grooves along the upper part 
bears the name of the plant engraved 
in letters an inch high, so that the 
name stands out in silvery letters 
against the contrasting black back- 
ground. This name is easy to read 
at a considerable distance. 

Below the name plate another nar- 
row aluminum plate, enameled 
white, slides into position. This plate 
has stenciled on it a list of all the 
essential information: Classification 

Annual, perennial, vine, shrub, 
tree. Type—Deciduous, evergreen. 
Hardiness—Hardy, half hardy, ten- 
der. Height—Low, medium, tall. 
Blooms—Spring, summer, fall, win- 
ter. Exposure—Sun, shade. Soil 
Acid, alkaline, neutral. Berries 
Yes, no, color. Color of flower. In 
front of each one of these items is a 
square. A waterproof marking pen- 
cil is used to put a check mark in the 
proper square. When this has been 
done, the customer has before him a 
complete catalog of information 
about the plant. Space is also pro- 
vided for marking in the price. All 
of these marks can be erased and 
the plates used to describe some oth-

er plant. The name plate can also 
be changed by sliding it out and 


putting a new one into position, The

Overhead Signs 


Overhead signs are a big help to 
the customer in locating what he 
wants. Signs can be suspended from 
the ceiling on overhead beams or fas- 
tened high on posts. They should be 
large enough to be easily seen and 
read. If they are to be viewed from 
two directions, they should be let- 


tered on both sides. An excess of 
overhead signs can be distracting so 
the number needed should be re- 


stricted by using them only to direct 
the customer to classes of merchan- 
dise, such as shrubs, roses, vines, ete. 

Pictures are the most effective 
aids in selling nursery stock. A good 
picture, especially when in color, is 
far more effective than the most 
skillfully written description. Mail- 
order nurserymen, knowing this, de- 
vote much more space in their cata- 
logs to illustrations than to descrip- 
tions. They also know that a plant 
will sell better when illustrated in 
color than when it is illustrated in 
black and white. 

Unfortunately, it is difficult to 
obtain colored pictures of many va- 
rieties of nursery stock for display. 
Garden center operators, puzzled by 
this difficulty, turn to their whole- 
salers for help, but they are faced 
with the same problem. The engrav-

ings from which colored pictures are 
printed are costly. Engravings for a 
single color picture may cost several 
hundred dollars. It is obvious that 
nurserymen cannot afford to have 
their own engravings made, Most of 
the color engravings of plants are 
owned by printing companies that 
specialize in horticultural printing. 
They get a return on their invest- 
ment by using the plates in the cata- 
logs of their customers. 

Nurserymen often wonder why the

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Weather Shapes Mail-Order Reports 


Increased Sales Expected, but Rising Costs 


Weather that discouraged garden- 
ers in some areas from rushing to a 
garden shop this spring may have 
been the cause for increasing their 
mail-order purchases, nurserymen in 
this latter field believe. As they were 
last year, sales this spring were slow 
to develop and spotty, but they have 
somewhat exceeded 1955 results, ac- 
cording to several reports, particu- 
larly from New York; elsewhere they 
are described as normal. A length- 
ened planting season, which seemed 
to be developing in early May, might 
give a more broadly satisfying in- 
crease to the season’s trade, reports 
indicated. Rising costs and shipping 
problems continue to trouble the 
industry. Perennials have shown 
strength in the season’s demand. 


New York M-O Increase 


“Sales this spring are running 
approximately 20 per cent ahead of 
the previous year,” writes Otto Stern, 
Stern’s Nurseries, Inc., Geneva, N. Y. 
He adds: “Ours is an approximately 
100 per cent mail-order operation, 
which apparently is benefited this 
year by the fact that the long, cool 
spring makes people stay at home, 
giving them time to make selections 
from their catalogs instead of rushing 
to the nearest garden store. It ap- 
pears likely that, in view of the pres- 
ent weather conditions, the spring 
shipping season this year will extend 
through May and possibly a part of 
June.” 

“Our spring business has been good 
but spotty, due to weather con- 
ditions,” writes H. W. Maloney, Ma- 
loney Bros., Dansville, N. Y., May 8. 
“In this area we have had a cold, 
wet spring. The mail-order business 
has been good, while store business 
has, of course, gone with the weather 
and is slower than last year’s. 

“We have not been able to plant 
as of May 8, but expect to start be- 
fore May 12. Our wholesale business 
has been good. If May continues cool, 
I believe we will pick up whatever 
business we may have lost in April in 
our stores.” 


Ornamental Cleanup 


Good sales but rising costs are re- 
ported by C. R. Emlong, Emlong 
Nurseries, Stevensville, Mich., in the 
following data on the season’s trade: 

“Ornamental stock sold well this 
year. However, the berry plant de- 
mand declined and the fruit tree de- 


mand was rather slow, except for 
specialty items, such as dwarf trees 
and various types of nut trees, which 
seem to sell well every year. 

“There has been a decline in ow 
cash-and-carry business, due to cool 
weather. We feel that the cash busi- 
ness will continue at a good rate 
through May, if the weather remains 
cool. 

“Our mail-order volume should be 
a little better than last year’s, as we 
spent more money in advertising. 
However, our costs are up. I am sure 
that we are going to be forced to 
raise our prices to take care of in- 
creased costs in our mail-order busi- 
ness. We are not getting enough, 
mail-order wise, on any of our stock. 

“The handling of mail-order ship- 
ments after they leave our packing 
house has not improved, even though 
we take every precaution to pre- 


Are a Problem 


vent breakage in transit. It seems 
that more stock is broken every year 
due to mishandling in our terminals. 
I am concerned about this, because in 
many instances the damage makes a 
dissatisfied customer for the mail- 
order industry. We are trying new 
methods of packing and will proba- 
bly eliminate some of our shipping 
costs in this way. 

“Tt is our opinion that a cool, damp 
May will bring about a good clean- 
up for all of the mail-order nursery- 
men.” 


Unusual Fluctuations 


George Rose, vice-president, Henry 
Field Seed & Nursery Co., Shenan- 
doah, Ia., accents the range, up and 
down, of trade the past season. He 
writes: 

“There have been extremes of

Southern Wholesalers Report 
Good Season Despite Drought 


Except where drought continues, 
seriously affecting economic condi- 
tions, wholesale nurserymen in the 
south tell of excellent business this 
spring. Rains have aided material- 
ly in numerous areas. Kansas had a 
“remarkably good” business, despite 
continued dryness, which cleared the 
supplies of roses and fruit and shade 
trees. Increase over last year’s trade 
and an early sell-out are reported 
from Texas, where rains are aiding 
growing crops and brightening the 
outlook for next year. In Tennessee, 
two firms describe the past season 
as among their best years. Plantings 
for next year are being made general- 
ly on the basis of optimistic expec- 
tations, although there is some feel- 
ing that supply and demand are 
nearing equalization. Early shipping 
was not hampered to any extent by 
bad weather, and the labor supply 
was sufficient. No great change in 
prices seems to be anticipated, but 
a few items have been advanced. 


Drought Affects Kansas 


Continuing dry weather has not 
improved the local nursery business, 
although the demand was good this 
season for all types of stock, accord- 
ing to J. J. Pinney, Willis Nursery 
Co., Ottawa, Kan. He writes: 


“This part of the country is enter- 
ing its fifth year of drought, and that 
has not helped the nursery business. 
This is an agricultural country, and 
the farmers’ income has been slip- 
ping right along. In spite of these 
conditions, we have done a remark- 
ably good business this season, the 
volume comparing favorably with 
last year’s. 

“There was a good demand for 
just about all lines of nursery stock. 
The supplies of many kinds of fruit 
trees and shade trees were not suf- 
ficient. The cleanup on roses is the 
best that it has been for many years. 

“Because we had practically no 
rain during the spring, we lost little 
time in the field, which was a big 
help in shipping. We were able to 
get out orders nearly on_ time 
even during the busiest part of the 
season. There was plenty of labor 
available, but shipping remains a 
problem. Shipping costs are high, 
and the service is not good. 

“We are not aware of any over-

Jesse E. Stoner, founder of the 
Westminster Nurseries, Westminster, 
Md., died April 30 at his home. He 
was 87 years old.

Born in Chicago in 1879, he was 
employed there as a district sales 
manager for the Standard Oil Co.., 
before moving to Kansas.

the state, having been founded in 
1869. It was moved to Colma when 
Mr. von Kempf took it over in 1911. 
The business is now primarily retail- 
ing ornamental nursery stock, along 
with a large landscape contracting 
operation.

During his candidacy 
for the doctorate at Michigan State 
University he taught and also aided 
in work to develop a practical method 
for the vegetative propagation of 
Prunus mahaleb rootstock, to help 
control the spread of viruses in sweet 
and sour cherries. In addition he con- 
ducted research in mist propagation 
and was connected with a study of 
the leaching of nutrients from plant 
foliage. He received his doctorate 
this year. 

The state association has been in- 
strumental further in obtaining a 
full-time worker in the extension 
service for ornamental horticulture 
and floriculture, beginning July 1.

QUARANTINE AMENDMENT 


Twenty-three species of rhododen- 
dron that were to be grown under 
postentry quarantine when imported 
from Europe, Japan and Siberia were 
deleted from the list of restricted 
plant material. The following was 
substituted for the deleted material: 

“Plants to be grown under post- 
entry quarantine: Rhododendron 
spp; including azaleas (evergreen 
plants of all species and varieties; 
and any species or varieties in foli- 
age). 

“Where imported from: Europe, 
Asia, New Zealand and North Amer- 
ica north of the United States-Ca- 
nadian border.” 

The purpose of the amendment, 
which became effective May 21, is 
to keep out the rhododendron rust 
disease which has been discovered in 
the northwest. This will be done by 
requiring postentry quarantine grow- 
ing of the species and varieties men- 
tioned above from the countries listed 
until released by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 


LANDSCAPE 
DEMONSTRATION 


The Master Landscape Gardeners’ 
Association and the merchants of the 
Southgate shopping center in Mil- 
waukee cooperated to present a 3- 
day spring garden clinic, May 3 to 5, 
in a specially constructed garden 
plot on the parking lot. The land- 
scape men demonstrated planting of 
grass seeds on established lawns, 
seeding and sodding of new lawns, 
planting and handling of shrubs and 
trees, proper use of fertilizers and 
general maintenance procedures. 
There were three demonstrations 
each day, and attendance was excel- 
lent. 


OHIO CONTEST 


A group of Ohio boys and girls 
recently participated in a horticul- 
tural plants and plant projects identi- 
fication contest at Ohio State Uni- 
versity, Columbus, O. The contest, 
held during farmers’ week at the 
university, attracted considerable in- 
terest, with 149 young people taking 
part in it.

Reflections on the Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 








EDGING PLANTS 


Edging plants are used to border 
beds, walks, terraces and courts and 
are in a sense low hedges. They are 
used to give an attractive trim or to 
join one type of surface with an- 
other. While an edging does enclose, 
it does not hide, divide or screen, and 
I suppose any edging that was not 
kept to a height of less than 12 
inches would really be considered 
hedging. 

When formal types of garden were 
more popular, edging plants were 
widely used, but with the increase of 
more informal plantings their use 
was reduced. Now that the modern 
garden and house call for more 
paved areas, more patios and courts, 
there is a greater need for attractive 
trims where paving meets grass or 
bed. 

Edging plants can be divided into 
two categories: Plants suitable for 
formal arrangements and plants for 
informal arrangements, woody (both 
deciduous and evergreen) as well as 
herbaceous (both annual and peren- 
nial) plants. 


English Boxwood 


In a large section of the eastern 
United States by far the best edg- 
ing plant has been the old English 
boxwood, and it still has more good 
qualities than any other. It grows 
only an inch or two a year, is rich 
green in color, will stand shearing 
into a geometrical hedge, or can be 
treated naturally and used in curved 
informal borders. When grown in 
good soil, well fed and then sheared, 
it can be kept as 6x6-inch curbing 
for at least 20 years. When treated 
in this manner the plants should be 
closely spaced, four to six inches 
apart. 

While the English boxwood is the 
best box to use as an edging in areas 
where it will grow, there are several 
clones of the Korean little-leaved box 
that can be used. The Kingsville 
dwarf box is the slowest-growing 
form, even slower than the English 
box. Its habit of growth is to remain 
low and dwarf but to grow broader 
than it is high. Two other types of 
Korean box can be used if kept 
st:cared and are quite hardy, for I 
saw them growing at Guelph, Ont., 
Canada. They grow a little faster 


than English box and have a some- 
what lighter color. The one I con- 
sider typical is a good specimen. I 
have a 30-year-old plant that is four 
feet high, which will indicate its 
speed of growth. 

Several other evergreens can be 
used as edging, but they are border- 
line in growth. They include the 
dwarf yews, Ilex crenata convexa, 
and perhaps pachistima. Instead of 
the borderline types I prefer to use 
the ground cover plants such as Eng- 
lish ivy (especially the Baltic form), 
periwinkle, Japanese spurge and 
certain forms of euonymus, although 
the last-named is subject to scale. 
English ivy grows rapidly, but can be 
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kept in bounds by shearing or prun- 
ing. 
Deciduous Plants 

For some reason or other there aré 
fewer dwarf subjects in the decidu- 
ous class than in the evergreen, This 
is unfortunate, for the more north- 
ern gardens may have to depend o1 
them. Suitable subjects include a 
dwarf willow, a dwarf Viburnum 
opulus and a dwarf barberry. In th 
eastern section of Maryland ther 
is not a deciduous plant that nurs- 
erymen would normally grow for 
this purpose. I do not know whethe: 
the hypericums would be suitable 
or not. 

Among the perennials not only is 
there a wide assortment of suitable 
plants, but a number of different 
effects can be obtained by their 
varied use. An almost formal-type 
plant is teucrium, and less formal 
but more graceful subjects are can- 
dytuft, Phlox subulata, Phlox divari- 
cata, violets, lily of the valley, the 
rouletti-type roses, cushion chrysan-

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themums, dwarf dav lilies. dwarf 
Iris germanica and probably many 
others I do not recall at the moment. 

Classed with perennials would be 
the bulbous plants. A number of 
these make good edging plants 
either alone or with ivy or periwin- 
kle. The sturdier subjects are prefer- 
able to bulbs like the crocus or tulips 
or even hyacinths, although the hya- 
cinth is pleasing even if it has to be 
replanted. The persistent bulbs are 
snowdrop, muscari and the little 
campernelle rugulosis daffodil. Bulbs 
that naturalize and scatter like the 
chinonodoxa and scilla do not work 
out well as edging plants. 


Bedding Plants 


There are two other types of 
plants suitable for edging, the tender 
bedding plants and the annuals. 
Foliage plants like the tender coleus 
might be best used in parks, but even 
they can be used attractively to edge 
certain borders around the house, 
particularly with the more colorful 
types of architecture. The more in- 
formal annuals make attractive 
edgings, and I have always regretted 
that they have not been used more 
widely in eastern gardens. 

Some of the best annuals to use 
are alyssums, nasturtiums, petunias, 
dwarf marigolds, lobelias, dwarf zin- 
nias, and I suppose plants more or 
less biennial, like pansies, violas and 
English daisies, should be included. 
As a final touch, one can use the 
strawberry as an edging plant. 

Edging plants can be used to trim 
walks, drives, paths, terraces, pools, 
patios and courts and when used 
with imagination and good taste can 
do as much for the attractiveness of 
the home garden or landscape as the 
frame does for a beautiful painting.

During 
the past season, we dug and shipped 
about 500 semitrailer loads of B&B 
evergreens to various points in the 
south and midwest.

“Rain stopped us before we had 
completed our field planting for this 
season but were beneficial to the 
stock already in the field. 

Year Among the Best 


A good season, a shortage of ex- 
perienced labor and an equalization 
of supply and demand are reported 
by George A. Cultra, Morning Star 
Nursery, Rives, Tenn., who writes 
as follows: 

“The season was over here as of 
the first week in May, and I might 
say that it was one of our biggest 
years. Our volume was up consider- 
ably over last year’s, but this was 
partly due to our having considerably 
more stock to sell than we had for a 
few years previously. 

“The demand in the evergreen line 
points toward junipers and broad- 
leaved plants, particularly ilex. We 
also had a strong demand for arbor- 
vitae. The deciduous stock was more 
competitive than usual; it seems that 
this type of material is catching up 
with the demand more than the ever- 
green line. 

“While we have been short on ex- 
perienced help, we had as much 
extra help as we needed. We had no 
shipping problems, because ship- 
ments that did not go by rail were 
handled by one of our local truckers. 

“It seems to me that we are about 
to catch up with the demand, for I 
believe we have begun to produce 
about as much as the market will 
require, except in a few scarce items. 
Our planting has continued about 
the same, with increases on items 
that have been in short supply. We 
have cut down on some items that 
did not move well. 

“I see little chance for a change 
in prices, as supplies are more plenti- 
ful. On some stock that is overpro- 
duced there will be price cutting. All 
in all, it appears that prices should 
remain about the same.”

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PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE 


By C. W. Wood 





Dianthus Jane Austen 


The notes on pinks during the 
past year have been so well received 
that I shall try to include others 
from time to time, commencing now 
with the old garden pink, Jane Aus- 
ten. I have read about this one for 
years, but never could find it, and I 
must say that I did not look assidu- 
ously, for the descriptions did not 
sound exciting to me. When I finally 
saw it, the colors did not registe1 
crimson and white to my eye; rather 
the red was a deeper shade, more on 
the mulberry order, and the blend 
of that shade and white made the 
flower a splendid associate for the 
other old pink varieties in that col- 
lection, with never a clashing con- 
trast in the planting. The flowers are 
large, single, sweetly fragrant and 
deeply fringed on 10-inch stems. If 
your clients number lovers of old- 
fashioned pinks, or just lovers of 
pinks, period, Jane Austen should 
serve you well, if you can find her. 
I am not sure that she is present in 
this country, but she does occur in 
a few private gardens in Canada. 


Dianthus Freyni 

I find treacherous footing when I 
attempt to follow Dianthus freyni to 
its lair in the high mountains of 
Herzegovina. After going over all my 
notes on the plant, made during the 
years that I was investigating pinks 
from the garden standpoint, I am 
quite sure that I never had the true 
plant, so Dr. Lemperg, the great 
Austrian authority on dianthus, is 
no doubt correct when he says that 
the real freyni is not in gardens. The 
letter from a reader that prompted 
this note asked about the point that 
has always bothered me—that of 
leafage. This is the way it looks to 
me after a careful survey of the lit- 
erature and of the plants which have 
been in my trials under the name: 
According to Vandas, who first de- 
scribed the plant as D. Freynii in 
1890, and Williams, who described 
it as D. glacialis var. Freynii in 1893, 
our present plant has _ blue-green 
leaves, shorter than those of glacialis, 
whose leaves are green. Like Farrer, 
who wrote that freyni “can scarcely 
be separated from D. microlepsis,” 
it appears to be nearer that species 
than any other, but even here there 
are characters which separate them, 


such as smaller flowers in microlep- 
sis, whose rose-colored flowers carry 
a suggestion of lavender instead of 
the bright pink of freyni, and the 
bracts of the latter are described as 
being spreading and _ long-pointed. 
There are other minor differences in 
all three plants mentioned, but we 
need not go into those details here. 
I was interested to notice, while 
going over the literature, what an- 
other American student of pinks 
from the garden standpoint, Mrs. 
Louise Beebe Wilder, had to say 
about D. freyni. In her “Adventures 
in My Garden and Rock Garden,” 
she wrote: “Still a far vision.” In her 
“Pleasures and Problems of a Rock 
Garden,” she had this to say about it: 
“It makes a minute, tight cushion of 


bluish, narrow leaves ornamented 
with little stemless pinks, white o 
rose; the whole affair no more than 
two inches high.” That meets the 
botanists’ descriptions, and, as_ she 
does not say that she ever had the 
actual plant, I assume that she was 
writing from the botanical descrip- 
tion, 

Now to get to the second part of 
the correspondent’s letter. The plant 
that one from seeds marked 
Dianthus freyni is something like 
this: A little tuft of green leaves cov- 
ered with soft pink flowers at the 
usual pink season, the entire plant 
not over two inches high. It is quite 
long-lived if given a fairly sterile 
soil, well drained with limestone 
chips, and has some protection from

Spatterdocks and Floating Hearts 


An inquiry from a Maryland 
reader asks for a note on the spat- 
terdocks and floating hearts. Having 
always gardened on dry land, I have 
had no personal experience with 
these water lovers: so I shall have 
to depend upon what I have ob- 
served in nature and in gardens 
where water and bog plants are 
crown. 

Of the spatterdocks, the one most 
generally nvmphozanthus 
you and I know it as Nuphar ad- 
vena).

Then we have the floating hearts. 
nymphoides. The best known of this 
genus is N. lacunosum, the one found 
in shallow lakes in the middle west. 
It is at its best in one and one-half 
to two and one-half feet of still wa- 
ter, where it can show off its pretty. 
small leaves, mottled, heart-shaped 
at the base and purplish below. I 
have many times admired it in na- 
ture when the wind was 
enough to kick up waves that would 
show the bottom of the leaves at 
times. Its small (two inches or less 
yellowish flowers are rather incon- 
spicuous. A form with an Atlantic 
coast and southern range, N. aquati- 
cum, is said to be larger and more 
vigorous, with leaves to five inches 
in length, but not mottled, and with 
an abundance of small white to yel- 
lowish flowers. All are said to be 
easily propagated by division.

California 


I have a_ letter 
Downingia pulchella, a 
plant. The inquirer says that he re- 
ceived a packet of seeds from a west- 
ern friend and wonders if the plant 
would be hardy in western New 
York. It had been so long since I 
had seen the plant that I had almost 
forgotten how it looks: so I had 
refresh my memory by referring to 
old (1932) notes, where I found the 
following: Downingia pulchella, 
which has been under test for the 
past two or three years, is a charm- 
ing 5-inch plant, carrying 2-lipped 


lobelia-like flowers of blue and vel- 
low in the axils of the leaves and 
bracts of the upper stems. The yel- 


low appears as the center of the lower 
lip and is margined with white. This 
species is a fine thing when well 
grown, a matter which seems to re- 
quire an abundance of moisture in 
well-drained soil. It, and perhaps 
others of the genus, makes good pot 
plants, which may hold a hint for 
growers looking for something out of 
the ordinary for pot work. I should 
also say, for the benefit of our in- 
quirer, that the plant is an annual. 


Arnebia 
While looking for the downingia 
note, I came upon one on another 
annual, Arnebia_ griffithi, which 


may be of value to seekers after the 
unusual. If you have tried th 
prophet flower, Arnebia_ echioides, 
which is a perennial that is rather 
difficult to keep growing in eastern 
United States, you will have som« 
idea of the appearance of this annual 
member of the clan from India. It 
is a 9-inch plant, with long, narrow 
leaves and long-tubed, vellow flow- 
ers during the summer. It is quite 
tender to cold, so should not be put 
in the open until all danger of frost 
has passed. It is easy to grow in ordi- 
nary soil and sun. 


Grammanthes 


Still another note on an unusual 
annual, Grammanthes_ dichotoma. 
which came to light may be of inter- 
est at this time. Seeds of these three 
annuals are not always readily avail- 
able, but are not impossible to ob- 
tain. Our present plant is a highly 
variable South African annual, quite 
tender to frost, so should not be put

outdoors until settled weather ar- 
rives. It is also a good pot plant. 
Grammanthes is from the Greek, we 
are told, meaning “letter flower.” 
The significance is apparent when 
a flower is examined, for a letter “V” 
will be found outlined in a darker 
shade than the general flower color. 
It gets about three inches high, with 
opposite, nearly linear leaves and 
generally bright orange flowers, al- 
though yellow and creamy colors are 
not unusual. Its only needs, appar- 
ently, are a light soil and a hot situa- 
tion. Like many succulents, it can 
stand dry weather after once estab- 
lished. 
Rattlesnake Plantain 

When an inquiry came to the desk 
on rattlesnake plantain, I com- 
menced looking in my notes for 
something appropriate under good- 
yera, the name that all older plant 
students called this item, and found 
one which I thought exactly suited 
the purpose. Then I checked for ac- 
curacy of the name and found that 
it would have to be entirely rewrit- 
ten, because the systematists seem to 
have done away with goodyera en- 
tirely and split it up into epipactis 
and haemaria, all native American 
kinds being included in the first of 
these genera.

age, and therein lies much of the 
charm of this group. The kinds are 


generally numbered among the diffi- 
cult orchids, but should give little 
trouble if they are supplied with 
acid, leafy soil and cool shade. They 
are all, so far as I know them, char- 


acterized by variegated foliage, 
growing in low rosettes. 
The following American species 


should be useful to the correspondent 
and other interested growers: Epi- 
pactis decipiens (it used to be called 
Goodyera menziesi) with dark green 


leaves, usually veined white; E. pu- 
bescens, with dark green leaves and 
many white veins and nerves; E. 


repens ophioides, a showy one with 
green leaves conspicuously bordered 
with white. I notice that “Hortus” 
does not give any varieties of repens, 
but one of that description occurs in 
upper Michigan and, I believe, in 
New England, as well as in Canada. 


Gentiana Calycosa 


I have often wondered, since I 
first made the acquaintance of Gen- 
tiana calycosa years ago why the 
plant has never advanced far in 
American gardens. And the only con- 
clusion that I can reach is that ou 
gardeners have allowed a few writ- 
ers to influence them. Without going 
into the matter in detail, let me call 
attention to the unenthusiastic atti- 
tude of Reginald Farrer, to whom 
most sophisticated American garden- 
They recall, as several have 
said to me, that he wrote, among 
other things, that it grows “from 
four inches to a foot high, with 
stems clad in pairs of oval leaves 
about an inch in length, of which the 
upper ones enclose the solitary bag- 
gy bluebell of a flower that unfolds 
in late summer.” The word “baggy” 
seems to condemn the plant in the 
eyes of many, who do not remember 
that he somewhere else called it “a 
striking beautiful species.” 

Actually, it is about the loveliest 
of American mountain species, espe- 
cially when amiability is made a part 
of beauty. It cannot be grown in 
desert-dry soil, to be sure, but, given 
moisture at the roots and some pro- 
tection from the sun during the hot- 
test part of the day, it is not unduly 
difficult. The differences of opinion 
regarding its cultural needs probably 
arise from the different situations 
which it has selected in nature, as 
it has traveled over the mountains 
from British Columbia to Montana 
and to California.

plants, that it grew on granite 
the edges of high mountain lakes. 
Chat form never got over six inches 
tall while it grew here in sterile, acid 
soil. Another collector in Idaho said 
his plants had been gathered from 
moist mountain meadows in rather 
good soil. Still another sent me plants 
which he said had been collected 
from hummocks in alpine lakes in 
Oregon. It, I later learned, is what 
western botanists call G. and 
from the gardener’s standpoint is lit- 
tle more than a narrow-leaved form 
of calycosa, white throat in 
typical blue flowers of calycosa has 
brown spots. It was the most diffi- 
cult of the lot in my trials and could 
well be omitted from ordinary plant- 
ings.

According to my experience, all 
want good drainage, an abundance 
of moisture and some shade. English 
gardeners recommend a limy soil; I 
have also read somewhere that acid 
soil is necessary to its comfort. My 
own experience leads to the conclu- 
sion that it is not particular as to the 
soil reaction. If it has preferences in 
that quarter, it must be because of 
local conditions. Propagation is quite 
easy from seeds, which should be 
planted from midwinter to late win- 
ter, depending upon one’s growing 
facilities. Although I never tried it, 
for some unknown reason, I do not 
see why it could not be grown from 
divisions. In its young stages, it grows 
from a carrot-like root, which later 
divides into many rather large roots. 


GRASSHOPPERS COMING 

Grasshoppers are expected to be a 
major pest next summer. Reports 
from thousands of cooperative ob- 
servers, double-checked by U.S.D.A. 
entomologists, indicate that the in- 
sect could be destructive over con- 
siderable areas. 

Principal area involved centers in 
the southern great plains, but trouble 
is expected also in the midwest and 
west.

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Pacific Coast Demand Heavy; 


Recover from Fall Freeze 


Wholesale nurserymen in the Pa- 
cific northwest had cause to regain 
optimism this spring after the set- 
backs resulting from the severe 
freeze of last November and cold, 
rainy weather during the winter. 
The demand for stock this spring 
was heavy, somewhat better than 
last year’s, and included calls from 
other parts of the country to the 
point where salable supplies are said 
to be about cleaned up. Spring 
weather is favoring planting and 
growth, and large supplies of stock 
are anticipated for next season, with 
a few slight increases in prices fore- 
cast. 

In southern California there was 
the best cleanup of roses in several 
years. Supplies of everything were 
ample, however, and this condition 
is expected to continue for next year. 

California Well Stocked 

All nursery stock is in good supply 
in southern California with a strong 
demand seen in the coming year for 
fruit trees, according to a trade re- 
port by J. Awdry Armstrong, Arm- 
strong Nurseries, Ontario, Calif. Mr. 
Armstrong comments: 

“Roses and fruit trees cleaned up 
well in southern California during 
the bare-root sales season just past. 
There was the best cleanup in roses 
for five or six years. Ornamentals 
are also selling well, but there is a 
plentiful supply of almost everything. 

“For next year there seems to be 
an ample supply of practically all 
types of nursery stock, but the out- 
look is good for fruit trees. If no 
losses are suffered from weather ex- 
tremes, there should be a good supply 
of roses. 

“The past season saw plenty of 
unskilled labor available, but there 
is a shortage of skilled aid. Prices 
on nursery stock are too low and 
lagging behind the rest of the econ- 
omy. Everything considered, the 
nursery business is in fair shape at 
the moment in southern California.” 

Heavy Demand in Northwest 

Heavy demand in the area im- 
proved the outlook for business this 
spring, and optimism for the coming 
year is expressed by A. H. Steinmetz, 
Portland Wholesale Nursery Co., 
Portland, Ore., who writes: 


“Fall and winter business was con- 
siderably less than anticipated, due 
to the freeze in November and unfav- 


orable weather during December and 
January. 

“Spring business has been far 
better than normal, and by the time 
we close our books June 30, our sales 
will be equal to or slightly better 
than last year’s. The demand from 
all parts of the country has been 
excellent this spring, causing a clean- 
up of nearly all salable stock. 

“Nursery stock injured by the 
freeze last November has recovered 
well, and at this time we feel assured 
of a good supply of material for the 
coming season. Spring weather has 
been favorable for planting, and if 
we have a normal amount of sun- 
shine through the summer, stock 
will make a good growth. 

“Concerning wholesale prices for 
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the coming year, a few items are be- 
ing increased from 5 to 10 per cent, 
but in general the schedule will re- 
main much the same as in the past 
season. It is mv feeling, however, 
that increases in retail prices of 10 
to 20 per cent are justified on good 
nursery stock. Collections are good, 
Portland Season Late 

The adverse weather of fall and 
winter and the improved outlook in 
spring, in spite of a late spring ship- 
ping season, are discussed by James 
A. Doty, Sr., Doty & Doerner, Inc., 
Portland, Ore., as follows: 

“The biggest factor affecting our 
business here in the Pacific north- 
west this season has been the weath- 
er. The area experienced a severe 
freeze of a week’s duration, beginning 
about November 11 when everything 
was in full growth, including all de- 
ciduous flowering trees as well as 
broad-leaved evergreens and 
conifers. The loss and damage to

To say that a plant is 
hardy at certain temperatures is not 
compatible with botanical physiolo- 
ey.

Before I get into the subject of 


landscaping, I think it would be well 
for us to take an objective look at 
this modern home. What is the 
modern home? How does it diffe 
from house forms of former periods ? 
I doubt that there is any one house 
that could be labeled “The Modern 
Home” but, rather, there are several 
house types that we think of as being 
modern. 

The first of these house types is 
the low, rambling ranch house style. 
This house style came into promi- 
nence in the southwest as a modern 
adaptation of the western ranch 
house or hacienda. Then came the 
small 1-story cracker box of the 
postwar subdivisions. This is essen- 
tially a low-cost home leaning to- 
ward the ranch house type. What 
might best be described as “Califor- 
nia contemporary” has become popu- 
lar in some localities. This type is 
noted for its extremes in architec- 
ture—-with the butterfly roof, mass- 
ive stonework, large glass areas, etc. 
The most recent trend is in the direc- 
tion of modernized conventional 
tvpes which follow in general the 
lines and proportions of the conven- 
tional style with the emphasis on the 
functional. Good use is made of new 
building materials and methods 
which add to the modern look. Most 
of these modern homes that come to 
mind are 1-story houses. 

Yet a recent article in the New 
York Times, reporting the experi- 
ences of members of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards. 
states that traditional 2-story houses 
are coming back against the ranch 
type and split-level types are promi- 
nent in some areas. The reasons 
given for this change in home-buying 
habits were varied and interesting. 
The ranch house did away with 
stairs, but meant more walking. The 
2-story house gives more economical 
space. There is better segregation of 
sleeping area in the 2-story house, 
while circulation is better in the 
!-story house. People who have been 
educated to one type tend to prefer 
that type; thus, easterners prefer the 
2-story style, while persons from the 
southwest generally prefer the 1- 
story styles. Split-level homes are a 
compromise, giving segregation of

areas and using short stairs. The 
conclusion is drawn that the home- 
buying public is really looking for 
conveniences. Immediately — after 


World War II, these conveniences 
were available only in the new 
homes, which were mostly  1- 
story houses. As the same conven- 


iences are put into traditional styles, 
these styles are preferred by many 
of the home buyers. 

So in talking of the modern home 
we cannot point to any one house 
style and say, “This is it.” Many of 
you have undoubtedly been called 
upon to build modern gardens in 
connection with older conventional- 
style houses. These present some real 
problems, but also indicate that, al- 
though they are not new houses, the 
owners wish to consider them as 
modern homes. This is not just a 
matter of landscaping the modern 
house structure.

I should like to raise this question 
for your consideration. Is it a house

style or a way of life with which we 
should concern ourselves? I should 
like to explore this thought with you 
for a few minutes.

home. This entertaining is not mere-

In the pursuit and attainment of 
this high standard of living, we live 
and work at a rapid pace—full of 
tension and anxiety.

The structure of 
the modern house is the outward 
physical manifestation of this—our 
way of life. 

So keeping this in mind, let us look 
into the matter of landscaping the 
modern home, not merely the house. 
Designing the landscape for the mod- 
ern home is not something entirely 
new and unrelated to what we have 
done in the past. The same principles 
of design are used with slightly dif- 
ferent final effect. Essentially the 
same plant material is used and used 
effectively, although we use more of 
some types of plants to give prope: 
proportional arrangements. It is 
these slight differences that prove 
confusing to some people, mainly be- 
cause they see only a new style of 
house. 


Main Elements 


Do not forget that all landscaping 
starts with three main elements- 
the site or lot, the structures or house 
and the people who will use the area 

in the case of a park or public area) 
or will reside therein (in the case of 
a house). 

Look at the site. The site should 
be suited to the people just as the 
house is designed for the people. 
There should be space for patio, 
recreation, gardens, etc., as needed 
and desired by the people involved. 
The house should fit the site if prop- 
erly designed. Oftentimes the house 
does not fit the site and some changes 
in grading as well as planting are 
needed correctly to blend house and 
site. 

Look at the house. Consider its 
form which may vary from the long 
low form that hugs the ground to the 
blocky types and the ascending or 
vertical forms. The form is important

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foundation planting to do fow 
things. First, it will tie the house to 
the ground by blending house and 
site. This will mean making a proper 
transition from the vertical walls to 
the horizontal ground line. Second, 
it will accent the good features of 
the house such as the entrance, the 
stone chimney or the lines of the 
house. Third, it will hide any bad 
features such as concrete foundation, 
odd angles, vents, poor lines and 
anvthing which detracts from the 
over-all beauty of the house. And 
fourth, it will dress up or beautify 
the house so that it is a pleasing and 
beautiful picture when viewed from 
the street. 

The foundation planting should 
not be so striking as to compete with 
the house, but should follow and aug- 
ment the house. The ultimate goal 
is one unified picture. The lawn is 
an important part of this picture, as 
it forms the base on which the house 
sits. Trees will frame the house and 
sive background to the house and so 
are parts of the completed picture. 


Functionalism Is Keynote 


Functionalism is the keynote of 
modern design. Everything has a 
purpose or scems to have a purpose. 
No element is used merely for the 
sake of having that particular plant 
or object. The grounds and house 
have a direct relationship in our way 
of life. Picture windows bring the 
outdoors into the view from the liv- 
ing room or family room. Every pic- 
ture window should have a picture. 
There is nothing so utterly useless as 
a picture window that looks out on 
a busy street and across the strect 
into the picture window of the house 
there. If there is not a natural view 
or picture, create one so that the 
picture window has a picture to add 
beauty and interest to the aspect 
from the living rooms. 

Simplicity is a word which de- 
scribes a great deal of the good mod- 
ern design: useless frills and orna- 
mentation have no place. Our plant- 
ings should be kept relatively simple. 
Let individual plants mean some- 
thing in the design. Use plants for 
their individual form, line, color o1 
texture. Let the color and texture 
contrast be clear cut and the har- 
monies distinct. Use individual plants 
in silhouette against a wall, fence or 
building. Espalier plants are return- 
ing to favor for this use, especially 
where space is lacking for more con- 
ventional plantings. Vines may be 
used to good advantage for their 
tracery of line against plain wall 
surfaces. 

I should suggest that wherever 
possible you plant for immediate ef-

Che introducers of new plants 
sometimes make colo plates of their 
introductions available to their cus- 
tomers. There is on the market a 
limited assortment of colored pic- 
tures of roses, shrubs, vines and 
trees embedded in transparent plas- 
ic. These pictures measure 339x412 
inches, and metal holders are avail- 
able for mounting them. These hold- 
ers can be tacked on the bins or racks 
or they can be fastened on stakes 
which are thrust into the ground in 
the display beds. Other pictures you 
will have to get wherever vou can 
find them—from advertisements in 
magazines, in plate books and (with 
apologies to mail-order nurserymen 
in mail-order catalogs. 

Pictures should be mounted in 
some manner that will make them 
accessible to the customer. There are 
several ways of doing this. One 
method is to mount the pictures in 
large books, under plastic covers. 
Such books are obtainable from sta- 
tioners. Another method is to use 
display racks (advertised in trade 
magazines) consisting of vertical 
swinging panels, like the pages of a 
giant book, mounted on standards. 

Still another method of displaying 
colored pictures, one commonly em- 
ployed in garden centers, is to mount 
the pictures on the wall as near eve 
level as possible. Brief de scriptions 
should be displayed with each pic- 
ture, and sometimes the prices are 
given. It is a good idea to protect 
the pictures by covering them with 
sheets of transparent plastic. 

For the convenience of the cus- 
tomer place pads of paper and pen- 
cils within easy reach so he can make 
notes. Many customers make their 
selections from pictures and are then 
ready to place their orders. So im- 
portant is a good display of colored 
pictures that the garden shop oper- 
ator can hardly overdo the job. 

Pictures Outdoors 

Pictures printed on paper or card- 
board that are displayed in the shade 
house or outdoors, exposed to rain 
and sun, will soon become limp, 
wrinkled and faded. The pictures 
will look better and keep longer if 
they are embedded in plastic. Nearly 
every large city has firms that can 
do this work, They are usually listed 
under the heading “Plastics” in the 
classified directories. The colors in 
printed pictures displayed outdoors 
fade quickly. Until this problem is 
solved, it may be necessary to change 
the pictures every season.

in on the dramatic struggle for sur- 
vival among the occupants. Swim- 
ming by the windows are formidable- 
looking sharks, treacherous moray 
eels, playful porpoises, giant 
turtles, king-size groupers and hun- 
dreds of colorful species from Cali- 
fornian, Mexican and Hawaiian 
waters and the Atlantic ocean. 

Most outstanding addition to Ma- 
rineland of the year is the new seal 
stadium, starring Captain Winston’s 
trained sea lions in several shows 
daily. Vying with the sea lions are 
the dolphins. In their six shows daily, 
the brilliant mammals ring a bell, 
raise a flag, play ball and jump high 
out of the water to take food from 
the feeders’ hands. 

The oval tank, which houses the 
main fish display, has a constant cir- 
culation of heated sea water for the 
comfort of denizens of the warm 
seas. Invading this eerie aquatic 
world, Marineland divers descend to 
the Oceanarium floor. Resembling 
men from Mars in their diving suits 
and helmets, they bob about the 
tank, feeding the specimens by hand. 
Although the divers make their job 
look easy as they leap from rocky reef 
to ledge, it is actually difficult work. 
They must push against the heavy 
current in the tanks, balancing a 75- 
pound helmet on their shoulders as 
they wrestle with snapping turtles 
and 300-pound porpoises. 

Most of the Oceanarium’s sea life 
display is harvested from local Cali- 
fornian waters by the Geronimo, of- 
ficial collecting vessel of Marineland, 
or by beach seining operations along 
the coast.

RED SPIDER CONTROL 


It has been known for many years 
that red spider mites feed on a wide 


variety of plants. In “The New 
Practical Gardener and Modern 
Horticulturist,” written about three 


quarters of a century ago, reference 
was made to red spiders’ attacking 
“vineries and _ peacheries.” More 
modern texts on entomology mention 
plants grown in greenhouses, vege- 
table garden crops, roses, cedars and 
other ornamentals as being 
tible to red spider infestation. 
dents are taught that these 
may be found on many genera and 
species of plants; in looking through 
some classroom notes made in 1928, 
I found the following penciled no- 
tation: “Red spider—particularly in- 
jurious on such deciduous trees as 
linden, oak and elm: may seriously 
infest many others. Conifers prob- 
ably suffer most from their attacks.”

Despite such known and published 
data, it has been a rather difficult 
matter, for midwestern arborists at 


least, to remember that red spider 
mites may injuriously infest any 
outdoor plant, other than ever- 
greens. For experience has taught 


that it is on the ornamental ever- 
greens used as foundation plantings, 
at doorways or along walks that 
these pests usually are found. Until 
recently, it was the exceptional ar- 
borist who examined any deciduous 
shrub or tree for red spiders. Serious 
infections of spider mites on such 
plants were practically nonexistent 


Spiders Resist DDT 


This situation began to change 
with the advent of DDT. In the 
early days of its use. entomologists 
discovered that this insecticide. 
though extremely toxic to a wide 


variety of tree pests, did not adverse- 
ly affect red spiders. Shortly there- 
after, they began warning arborists 
and homeowners that, after the use 

f DDT for several successive years 
to control elm bark beetle or othe: 
pests of deciduous plants, a build-up 
in population of red spiders might be 
expected. As they explained, red 
spider mites normally are kept in 
check by several species of preda- 
cious and parasitic insects that are 
susceptible to DDT. When these in- 
sects are removed, no natural agen- 
cies remain to prevent a steady in- 
crease in the population of red 
spiders.

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many areas where DDT has been 
used to help control the Dutch elm 
disease testifies to the accuracy of 
the entomologists’ predictions. Al- 
most without exception, eastern cit- 
ies where Dutch elm disease is pres- 
ent and where DDT is used in the 
control program report a marked 
increase in red spiders. In 1952, 
entomologists kept several blocks of 
elms in a central Illinois city undet 
close observation for spider mite in- 
festation. At weekly intervals, leaf 
samples were taken from both DDT- 
sprayed trees and unsprayed elms. 
Reportedly it was found that on the 
sprayed elms the peak infestation 
averaged 67 mites per leaf, while 
on the unsprayed trees there were 
only 12 mites per leaf at the peak 
of the infestation. 

Red spiders are pin point in size, 
too small to see well even with a 
hand lens. Viewed through the mi- 
croscope they are pale yellowish to 
greenish or carmine-colored crea- 
tures, with plainly visible proboscis- 
like mouth parts. As adults, in fact 
after their first moult, they have 
eight rather hairy legs, two pairs 
attached at the fore end of the body, 
which is an elongated oval in shape, 
and two at the rear. 

As sap-sucking pests, red spiders 
cause injuries that vary from minor 
spotting and blotched discoloration 
of the leaves to death of branches. 
An infestation on elm trees frequent- 
ly results in an unseasonal bronzing 
and generally unhealthy appearance 
of the foliage. More spectacular evi- 
dence of the presence of red spiders 
is the silken web they spin, which, 
in severe infestations, may entirely 
cover the bark of branches or trunk 
of the host tree. Two such web- 
covered elms were observed this past 
autum. At a distance, the trees ap- 
peared to have been coated with a 
sheet of dirty-gray plastic film that 
adhered closely to the bark. Even 
under close examination it was im- 
possible to distinguish the individual 
silken strands of the web. In both 
cases, the trees had been sprayed 
with DDT for several years pre- 
viously. 

Obviously, as long as DDT is the 
most effective known control for the 
elm bark beetle that serves as carrier 
of the Dutch elm disease, its use will 
be continued in areas where the 
disease is actually present or where 
its appearance is expected. Under 
such conditions, nobody would ad- 
vocate otherwise. But when DDT 
is used on elms or other deciduous 
trees, it certainly is becoming in- 
creasingly evident that an effective 
acaricide should be added to control 
red spiders.

BIRD REPELLENT 


Bird depredations have been one 
of the greatest obstacles to the suc- 
cess of direct seedings lands in 
need of reforestation in the south. 
Patrolling, though helpful, has been 
found expensive and not completely 
effective. 

Results of a 2-year study, car- 
ried out cooperatively by the United 
States forest service and the fish and 
wildlife service, indicate that several 
of the anthroquinone compounds are 
effective bird repellents. These 
chemicals are primarily used in the 
manufacture of laxatives, photo- 
graphic materials and dyes. 

Most promising of the chemicals 
tested was Morkit, a commercial bird 
repellent. Stomach examinations and 
regular observations revealed no 
losses to birds. Morkit, however, was 
not effective in preventing rodent o1 
rabbit depredations.

The International 
Registration of 
Cultivar Names 
By Richard A. Howard 


The 14th International Horticul- 
tural Congress held in Holland in the 
summer of 1955 took the first steps 
to obtain international agreement 
and coordination in the registration 
of cultivar names for horticulture. ‘To 
follow the recommendations of th: 
“International Code of Nomencla- 
ture for Cultivated Plants,” the con- 
gress appointed for the first time in- 
ternational registration authorities 
for a few groups of cultivated plants, 
The duties of these authorities are 
to include (1) compiling and pub- 
lishing lists of cultivar names within 
the group concerned; (2) registra- 
tion of names of new cultivars, and 
3) making known the provisions of 
the code of nomenclature among 
raisers, introducers*and others con- 
cerned. The congress extended the 
invitation to serve as international 
registration authority to societies and 
organizations which are already en- 
gaged in registering the names of 
cultivars or which have published o1 
do compile lists of cultivar names. 


Invitations have gone to the Royal 
General Dutch Bulb Growers’ Soci- 
ety for tulipa and the hardy bulbous 
and tuberous-rooted plants exclusive 
of dahlia, gladiolus, lilium and nar- 
cissus; the American Horticultural 
Council, acting on behalf of the 
American Iris Society, for iris, ex- 
cluding the bulbous iris; the Holly 
Society of America, for ilex;: the 
American Rose Society, for rosa, and 
the Hemerocallis Society of Amer- 
ica, for hemerocallis. 


Other Invitations 


The Royal Horticultural Society 
of London has been invited to serve 
as international registration author- 
ity for narcissus, rhododendron, in- 
cluding azalea, ag the perennial del- 
phinium, and the National Chrysan- 
themum Socicty of the United King- 
dom, for the perennial chrysanthe- 
mum. It was recognized that other 
plant societies maintained an interest 
in specific groups of cultivated plants 
but might not be ready to serve as 
international registration authorities 
Inquiries were to be sent to thesé 
groups, and with their approval th 
next International Horticultural 
Congress would extend a formal in- 
vitation to these societies to serve as 
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international registration authorities 
The groups to be solicited represent 
an interest in acacia; begonia: brome- 
liaceae; callistephus; camellia; cyc- 
lamen; dianthus (carnation only 
fuchsia; gesneriaceae excluding 
saintpaulia); hibiscus; hydrangea: 
hebe; leptospermum; matthiola, and 
saintpaulia. 

In the period between the con- 
gresses, attempts are to be made to 
familiarize horticulturists with the 
methods suggested for registration 
of cultivar names at the international 
level and to determine what indi- 
viduals or societies maintain lists of 
cultivar names of ornamental o1 
other plants of horticultural interest. 

To implement the first goal, the 
American Horticultural Council has 
established the commission on no- 
menclature and registration, with Dr. 
G. H. M. Lawrence as its chairman. 
The commission is in the process of 
assembling information on the regis- 
tration activities of member organi- 
zations within the council. It is also 
preparing a handbook for originators 
and registrars to explain the basis of 
the code of nomenclature for culti- 
vated plants and the principles of 
plant registration. 


Listings Sought 


lo implement the second goal the 
Arnold Arboretum is undertaking to 
assemble lists of those individuals on 
societies which currently maintain 
lists of cultivar names for orna- 
mental and crop plants, including 
fruit, vegetable and forage crops. If 
any reader of the American Nursery- 
man maintains lists, complete o1 
otherwise, of the fancy or cultiva: 
names within families, genera or spe- 
cies, it would be appreciated if such 
information could be sent to the di- 
rector, the Arnold Arboretum, Ja- 
maica Plain 30, Mass. 

The lists desired the full 
range of cultivated plants, herba- 
ceous as well as woody; ferns or fern 
allies, as well as flowering plants, 
and tropical and temperate plants. 
It is hoped to distribute the com- 
pilation before the next International 
Horticultural Congress. In any case, 
the location of such listings will be 
available to anyone who cares to 
have them. The names of individuals 
and their interests will eventually be 
published and will offer in systematic 
fashion a directory to those persons 
interested in specific horticultural 
plants ranging from allamanda to 
zephyranthes. For practical purposes, 
it is expected that such a directory 
will show the similar interests of per- 
sons both in the United States and 
abroad and will allow closer contact 
and cooperation in mutual problems.

he best soil for rhododendrons is 
made up of one-third chopped sod; 
one-third topsoil, and, if the existing 
soil is heavy, one-third sand. The soil 
for rhododendrons, as most nursery- 
men know, must be acid. The soil 
is naturally acid in parts of eastern 
United States and also in northeast- 
ern Ohio. How far apart should 
rhododendrons be planted? On this 
point no two persons will agree. 
Where large plants of Rhododendron 
maximum are used I plant them with 
centers at least 12 to 15 feet apart. 
Small English hybrids planted more 
than 6 to 7 feet apart look lost; in 
large beds they should be at least 9 
feet apart. The best men should be 
used in setting large rhododendron 
plants, since the appearance of the 
planting will depend on how each 
individual plant is faced. Since many 
hybrids are grafted on Rhododen- 
dron ponticum stock, one must check 
up on rhododendron plantings every 
three months. The ponticum leaf is 
pointed, whereas the hybrid leaf is 
blunt; any ponticum suckers should 
be cut back to the main stem. 


NEMATODE SURVEY 
SUPPORT 

April 30, Richard P. White, ex- 
ecutive vice-president of the Ameri- 
can Association of Nurserymen, ap- 
peared for that group before the 
Senate committee on agricultural ap- 
propriations, supporting requests for 
funds to survey more adequately the 
Florida situation as it pertained to 
the nematode disease of citrus. Ex- 
cerpts from his remarks follow: 

“Tt is our view that the entire cit- 
rus industry is threatened with very 
serious continuing losses by this dis- 
ease and that the nurserymen in 
Florida producing the nursery stock 
that goes into the establishment of 
the citrus orchards and replacement 
of trees lost are likewise in danger of 
serious losses and serious handicaps 
in the production and distribution of 
disease-free stock. 

“With the state of our 
knowledge concerning this nematode 
and its various host plants, it is in- 
dicative at least that many nursery 
plants other than citrus stock are or 
may be infested with this nematode. 
I am advised by the Department of 
Agriculture that the nematode is 
known to exist on a minimum of 115 
host plants, many of which are foli- 
age plants produced in nurseries in 
Florida for interstate movement. 
There is always a possibility of host 
specialization, but in any case, until 
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brown spots, bare patches 
caused by turf insects

we absolutely know that these nem- 
atodes are so specialized, we must 
assume the position that the citrus 
nematode will also affect these other 
ornamental plants, upon which nem- 
atodes have already been found do- 
ing damage. 

“The extent of this industry in 
Florida is substantial. Florida state 
plant board officials have advised me 
that the over-all value to the state of 
Florida for horticultural specialties 
is approximately $50 million. The 
farm value of nursery stock produced 
in Florida exclusive of flower crops 
is reported by the 1954 census of 
agriculture as $10,308,000, 33.1 per 
cent higher than the figure reported 
in the 1950 census. 


“It should also be pointed out that 
Florida is in the position of leader- 
ship in the production of this type 
of ornamental plant material, upon 
which the florists and nurserymen all 
up the eastern seaboard are depend- 
ent. We look to Florida as a continu- 
ing source of supply for this type of 
nursery stock, and real handicaps, 
business-wise, would result if pro- 
duction was curtailed in Florida in 
any substantial way. The popularity 
of these nursery products in other 
states is increasing as shown by the 
census figures.” 


MOTH FIGHT FUNDS 

Having appeared before the 
House agricultural appropriations 
subcommittee at Washington, D. C., 
September 28, requesting funds for 
gypsy moth control as reported in the 
April 1 issue, Richard P. White, ex- 
ecutive vice-president of the A. A. N., 
supported the same cause May | in a 
statement before the Senate appropri- 
ations committee. He repeated his 
arguments indicating that eradication 
of the pest was possible and acknowl- 
edged the appropriation of $500,000 
that had been made recently for the 
control program in the second sup- 
plemental appropriation bill. This 
money, he said, would help to dull 
the spearhead of the insect attacks 
in the threatened areas this spring. 
He pointed out, however, the need of 
a more substantial sum in next year’s 
appropriation to permit an intensive 
eradication effort in the spring of 
1957.

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ABSTRACTS 
OF RECENT RESEARCH 





CHERRY RING SPOT 

\ study of the influence of infec- 
tion by ring spot virus upon the 
growth of 1-year-old Montmorency 
cherry nursery trees was reported by 
D. F. Millikan, of the Missouri agri- 
cultural experiment station, in Phy- 
topathology, volume 45, No. 10. 

Comparison in total growth be- 
tween nursery-run_ noncertified 
Montmorency and the same clone 
propagated from ring spot free cer- 
tified sources indicated that the latter 
were significantly more vigorous. 
Comparisons between Montmorency 
trees propagated from ring spot free 
and artificially inoculated sources 
indicated that the growth depres- 
sion factor could be the ring spot 
virus. Some strains were so mild, 
however, that this inhibition was de- 
tected only during the middle part 
of the growing season and was not 
significant near the end of the grow- 
ing season. 

The greatest difference in growth 
appeared to be due to the greater 
amount of branching of the ring spot 
free controls. The average heights 
of the ring spot free and infected 
trees were approximately the same. 
Most of this growth difference oc- 
curred during June and July and 
was completely absent during the 
first six weeks. D. 


AIR COOLED MIST CHAMBER 


During the summers of 1953 and 
1954, efforts to root cuttings of East 
Malling II, VII and IX apple root- 
stocks and Prunus mahaleb under 
mist partially failed because of lack 
of control of air currents. When mists 
drifted away from the cuttings, leaf 
burn reduced rooting, and if misted 
cuttings were shielded from the air 
currents, increase in temperature and 
lack of circulation contributed to loss 
of cuttings. To allow full mist cov- 
erage without burning, an air-cooled 
mist chamber was devised at Michi- 
gan State College, East Lansing. The 
work was reported by D. V. Sweet 
and F. F. Carlson in the Michigan 
agricultural experiment station quar- 
terly bulletin, No. 38 (2):258-267.

The apparatus was reported bet- 
ter than chambers without air cir- 
culation. The leaf area of the cut- 
tings was held at 83 degrees Fahren- 
heit when outside temperatures ex- 
ceeded 100 degrees F. 

The manhaleb cherry rooted better 
in the air-cooled chamber than when 
under mist without air circulation. 
East Malling cuttings rooted after 
six weeks in the air-cooled chamber. 
The thicker and intermediate cut- 
tings were superior to the thin tips. 
All chrysanthemums rooted in eight 
days, all carnations in 21 days. Sur- 
vival of the cuttings after removal 
from the mist chamber was consid- 
ered 90 to 100 per cent. All cuttings 
were comparatively free from vari- 
ous disease organisms that usually 
attack them in standard propagation 
beds. :

weather all over, with some areas 
getting far more rain than they need 
and other areas far less. Snowstorms, 
floods and violent windstorms in 
many parts of the country have 
tended to keep the market bouncing 
up and down. 


“At the end of April, with about 
three more weeks of selling season 
to go, our nursery business shows a 
6 per cent increase over spring, 1955 
There have been wide fluctuations 
in our sales pattern. The period 
March 12 to 17 showed a drop of 
28 per cent in nursery sales over 
those of the same time the previous 
year. Two weeks later, March 26 to 
31 showed a 50 per cent increase in 
nursery sales over those of the pre- 
vious year, at that time. Such wide 
fluctuations are not usual in our busi- 
ness. 

“At the beginning of the season we

Under central Illinois conditions 
the plants of Crimson Cone are 
summer bearing and are highly pro- 
ductive. They elie e¢ many suckers 
and are tall and hardy. The plants 
have been the tallest (growing up to 
nine feet) of all raspberries tested 
in recent years at the Illinois agricul- 
tural experiment station and have 
winterkilled as little as two inches 
at the tips of the canes. The canes 
we pubescent. Prickles are numerous, 
and the prickles and prickle bases 
are medium in size and dark red to 
purple in color. No virus diseases 
have been found in test plantings to 
date. 

In Illinois, Crimson Cone begins 
to mature its fruit in midseason, 
about with the first picking of Lath- 
am and before Milton. The fruit is 
conic in shape, medium to large, 
medium red, attractive, firm, free 
from crumbling, excellent in flavor 
and easily picked, separating readily 
from the receptacle. 

Crimson Cone is the second variety 
to be named as a result of the rasp- 
berry-breeding program at the Uni- 
versity of Tllinois. 

The University of Illinois has no 
plants for sale. Only a limited num- 
ber will be available in the spring 
of 1956 from cooperating nursery- 
men. 


LADY BEETLES WELCOMED 


A lady beetle from India, con- 
sidered a welcome import by United 
States Department of Agriculture 
entomologists, is getting a chance to 
make a home for itself in Florida. 

Chilomenes, as this insect is scien- 
tifically known, is described by Allen 
G. Selhime of the U. S. D. A. fruit 
insect field station, Orlando, Fla., as 
a little insect with a big appetite 
for many of the serious pests of fruits, 
vegetables and ornamentals undet 
culture in Florida. In other tests at 
Orlando and at Brownsville, Tex., 
where U. S. D. A. scientists are 
rearing it as a potential enemy of 
the cotton aphis, chilomenes has 
proved it can build up big popula- 
tions in a hurry. 

Indian scientists who studied this 
helpful insect in their country re- 
ported that a single lady beetle adult 
devoured 6,521 aphis in six weeks. 
In their laboratory, two lady bee- 
tles laid a total of more than 6,000 
eggs. 

Mr. Seclhime has been studying 
this insect in the Orlando laboratory 
since last May. He has found it 
easy to rear—as long as it is kept 
well supplied with aphis-infested

plant leaves. The lady beetle de- 
velops from egg to adult in about 
11 to 12 days and lives as an adult 
about six weeks. 

Starting with 50 adult beetles, Mr. 
Selhime successfully reared and this 
winter released in Florida orchards 
more than 1,000 of the adults. The 
beetles have been released in 13 
different locations in central and 
southern Florida—generally in or- 
ange and tangerine groves that were 
not under any kind of chemical spray 
treatment. This allows the lady 
beetles the best possible chance for 
survival. 

Chilomenes represents the second 
promising Indian lady beetle to be 
released in Florida during the past 
few months. The other was brumus, 
a lady beetle that in the laboratory 
readily ate such Florida pests as 
aphis, psyllids, white flies, mites, 
some scale insects and mealy bugs. 
Survival of both beneficial beetles 
will be evaluated this summer by 
entomologist Selhime. 

These and several other promising 
beneficial insects were collected by 
George W. Angelet, U. S. D. A.,, 
while he was on assignment to India 
and Pakistan during 1953-54. Mr. 
Angelet currently is working in the 
Far East, looking particularly for in- 
sect pests of the spotted alfalfa aphis, 
which during the past two years has 


become a serious menace to this 
crop through the western United 
States. 


FUNGI RESPOND TO LIGHT 


Although molds and other fungi 
usually are thought to have little 
need for light, some of them actually 
depend on light as a starter for cer- 
tain life processes, the United States 
Department of Agriculture reports. 

This discovery by scientists of the 
agricultural research service is valu- 
able for better understanding of 
fungous diseases of plants, and it 
may also open up a new approach 
to study of light’s effects on various 
crops. 

Unlike higher forms of plant life, 
fungi contain no chlorophyll, the sub-

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stance that enables plants 
through photosynthesis) to use sun- 
light for growth. This lack of chloro- 
phyll was the basis for the general 
assumption that fungi did not need 
light to grow. 

However, Drs. Wilbur D. McClel- 
lan, Harry A. Borthwick and Ster- 
ling B. Hendricks found in experi- 
ments at Beltsville, Md., that eight 
of 13 fungi they tested showed defi- 
nite light responses. The organisms 
seemed especially dependent on light 
in starting spore formation, the proc- 
ess by which fungi multiply. 

The scientists that this 
tripping action of light on the spore- 
forming mechanism of fungi is simi- 
lar to light’s effect on germination, 
flowering and fruiting of green 
plants, which was first formulated as 
a natural law by other U. S. D. A. 
investigators some 30 vears ago. Since 
fungi do not need light for photosyn- 
thesis, it is possible that they can 
serve even better than green plants 
as tools for studving certain reactions 
involved in plant responses to light. 

In the recent experiments at Belts- 
ville, some fungi exposed to light of 
certain kinds and intensities formed 
spores, while others did not. In some 
fungi, the light could be so modified 
as to affect the kind and depth of 
color of the growing organisms. With 
others, light affected the formation 
of small spore-bearing bodies or, in 
one case, stimulated formation of 
groups of thick-walled cells.

The light tests were made in a 
controlled-temperature room. The 
fungi were grown in test tubes, either 
in the dark or with light from in- 
candescent-filament or fluorescent 
lamps. They were later subjected to 
various kinds of light. including un- 
filtered light from incandescent and 
fluorescent lamps, far-red light 
length greater than 7,000 
angstroms) isolated by appropriate 
filters from the incandescent lamp, 
and blue and red lights similarly 
isolated from the light 
source.

From results obtained so far, it ap- 
pears that some cultures produce 
spores only when exposed to incan- 
descent, fluorescent or blue light and 
do not sporulate under red or far- 
red light or in the dark. On the other 
hand, one of the fungi tested (the 
organism that causes brown rot of 
peaches) formed spores abundantly 
in the dark and when exposed to far- 
red and red lights, but not when ex- 
posed to blue, incandescent or fluo- 
rescent light. 

This work is still in the early ex- 
perimental stage, and its results are
